REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT FOR THE NINE MONTHS 

ENDING 31st DECEMBER, 1878. 

SUBMITTBD TO THE COMMISSIONERS UNDER SEC. 91 OF ACT V OF 1878. 



L-GENERAL 

In submitting this Report on the Administration of the Municipality for the 
nine months ending 31st December 1878, it is necessary to state that the affairs 
of the City were administered during that period by a Board constituted under 
Act IX of 1867, which has been repealed by the City of Madras Municipal Act, 
1878, under which the présent Board of Commissioners is constituted. 

The Appendices are I, the Statement of Receipts and Disbursements and 
Papers relating to Accounts, II the Report of the General Department, III the 
Report of the Revenue Department, IV the Public Works and Conservancy 
Report, and V the tables of Births and Deaths with Commentary prepared by the 
Registration Department. Thèse furnish ail the matter contained in this Report. 

Meetings. — ^There were ten General and seventeen Committee Meetings 
during the nine months. 

Executive Ofllcers. — Mr. Loch, the Président, having resigned his ap- 
pointment in conséquence of ill-health, Mr. Burrows, the Acting Président was 
confirmed. 

Subjects under considération. — Besides the ordinary business connect- 
ed with the Budget and the Accounts, the late Commissioners had under considéra- 
tion schemes for Drainage and Water-Supply Extension and for the érection of a 
new Municipal Market on the Esplanade. Proposais were submitted to Govern- 
ment for loans for carrying out the works, but final orders were not received 
during the year. 

License Tax. — The assessment and collection of the license tax was im- 
posed on the Municipality inaccordance with the provisions of the License Act III 
of 1878. A spécial department was organized for this work under Mr. J. B. Cardozo. 
Up to the 31st December the receipts were Rs. 44,360 and the cost of collection 
Rs. 6,272-9-5. 

II.-FINANCIAL. 

Sanctioned Beceipts and Expenditure — It will be seen from the State- 
ment of Receipts and Disbursements, Appendix I, that the estimated receipts 
including the actual balance in hand on the Ist April amount to Rs. 5,66,597, and 
that the total of the Budget Grants is Rs. 6,30,162-8-0. In this latter amount is 



included a sum of Rs. 63,846-0-0 under head of *' Reserve," beîng the estimated 
amount of lîabilitîes "other than Government" incurred, but not paid in the 
prevîous year. Excluding the latter sum, the sanctioned expenditure of the year 
is shown to be Rs. 5,66,316-8-0, leavingan estimated balance of Rs. 280-8-0. The 
actual receipts from budgeted sources including the balance amount to Rs. 5,76,742 
which is Rs. 10,145 in excess of the estimate, and the actual disbursements under 
sanctioned grants (excluding a sum of Rs. 45,491-13-2 paid on account of liabilities 
*' other than Government" incurred in the previous year) amount to Rs. 5,11,001, to 
which must be added Rs. 39,881 for liabilities *' other than Government," and 
Rs. 36,103 for *' Gu^'^^rnment" liabilities incurred but not paid during the year, in ail 
Rs. 75,984. This sum wîth Rs. 5,11,001 abovementioned makes up a total expen- 
diture of Rs. 5,86,985, against Rs. 5,66,316-8-0 sanctioned, or Rs. 20,668-8-0 in 
excess. 

A référence to the Statement of Receipts and Disbursements, major head 
*^ Payments to Government," will show that whereas a sum of Rs. 50,768-0-0 was 
provided for the Interest and Sinking Fund on the Water Works Loan, the actual 
expenditure under this head was Rs. 78,285-1-8 or Rs. 27,517-1-8 in excess of 
sanction. The excess payment was made on account of interest due, but not 
provided in the Budget. The circumstances which led to the payment are given 
in Government Proceedings printed in Appendix I. Deducting this excess, the 
regular Budget expenditure is shown to be Rs. 5,59,468. It is seen therefore that 
the expenditure, or, more accurately speaking, the total of the liabilities regularly 
incurred was nearly Rs, 7,000 less than the sanctioned grants, which amounted, 
as shown above, to Rs. 5,66,316-8-0. 

Financial Equilibrinm. — The sanctioned grants fairly provided for ail 
the ordinary charges against the Municipal Fund during the nine months, in addi- 
tion to which a sum of Rs. 31,000 was allotted to New Works and Improvements, 
and Water Works Extension. It might therefore be inferred that not only was 
financial equilibrium attained, but that there was a surplus of Rs. 17,000, made up 
by excess receipts on the one side and savings in expenditure on the other. But 
it must not be lost sight of that under the arrangements prescribed in the old Mu- 
nicipal Act, the receipts from taxes for the months January to March inclusive are 
below the average of the year, while the expenditure remains pretty much the same. 
A fair example as regards receipts from taxes is aflForded by comparing the foUow- 
ing items taken from page 4 of Appendix II of this Report, and page 17 of the 
Commissioners' Report for 1877-78. 

Appendix II. Last year's Beport. 

Total Income from Taxation excluding Balance... 4,90,045 5,49,983. 

The year 1877-78 is by no means an unfavourable one for comparison. The 
taxes were eflficiently worked, and there were larger collections on account of 
arrears than in an ordinary average year. Assuming that Rs. 5,49,983 represents 
the amount fairly realizable in one year from the taxes, three-quarters of that 
amount would be Rs. 4,12,487 or Rs. 77,558 below the amount coUected from 
April to December 1878. The total liabilities regularly incurred under sanctioned 
grants during the nine months were, as we hâve seen, Rs. 5,59,468. Deducting 
Rs. 77,558 the excess collected, from Rs. 5,76,742 the total income of the nine 
months, there remains only Rs. 4,99,184, which falls short by Rs. 60,284 of the total 
liabilities regularly incurred under sanctioned grants during the nine months. In 



other words the income would hâve fallen considerably short of the amount required 
for ordinary charges and New Works according to the scale sanctioned in the 
Budget, but for the circumstance that more than a just proportion of the year's 
taxes were collected in the nine months. It follows therefore that the results of 
the nine months are far from showing a state of equilibrium. 

Actuals— The Balance*— To revert to the actual transactions. The esti- 
mated balance is seen to hâve been Rs. 280-8-0. It is found that the actual 
balance shown in the books is Rs. 50,840-5-7. At page 4 of Appendix II, it is 
explained that Rs. 38,087-6-7 are the net proceeds of the License Tax and that 
the balance at crédit of the Municipal Fund was Rs. 12,752-15-0. In addition to 
the regularly sanctioned receipts ând disbursements it will be seen that (exclusive 
of License Tax), there was a receipt of Rs. 78,886-4-0 under House-services, 
Workshop, &c., and a disbursement of Rs. 86,382-15-11 under the same and other 
heads, showing a net disbursement of Rs. 7,496-11-11 not recognized in the Budget. 
With the exception of Rs. 100 '' loss by a forged Currency Note," and Rs. 777 
which should hâve been set off against receipts from tolls, the whole of this un- 
budgeted expenditure is of the nature of Advance or Suspense account expendi- 
ture, and forms an asset of the Municipal Fund. The expenditure under " Re- 
serve" amounts to Rs. 45,491-13-2. To this head were charged ail payments on 
account of liabilities " other than Government," incurred in the previous yeâr* As 
there was no provision for this expenditure in the Budget, it is necessary to explain 
that the framers of the Budget were not able to do more than provide for the cur- 
rent charges out of the receipts at theîr disposai. Had there been a cash balance 
available, a sum sufficient to meet estimated liabilities would hâve been duly reserv- 
ed out of it, but as there was no available cash balance the liabilities were left to 
be met from current receipts, and the déficit thus created from receipts in the fol- 
lowing year. Another irregular payment was the excess payment of Rs. 27,517-1-8 
on account of Interest in the Water Works Loan, to which allusion has been made 
above. By the déduction of thèse two payments the regularly sanctioned expen- 
diture is shown as Rs. 4,83,484. 

The following Statement shows concisely the sanctioned Budget income and 
expenditure, compared with the sanctioned Actual income and expenditure and 
the balance which should hâve existed under normal circumstances :—

Instead of a balance of Rs. 93,258 which should hâve been available under normal 
circumstances for meeting the liabilities incurred under the Budget but not paid 



(amounting as shown above to Rs. 75,984) there is only Rs. 12,753, the différence 
Rs. 80,505 being made up as follows : —

Liabilities.— The full particulars of thèse will be found on page 5 of the 
Departmental Report, Appendix II. Including a claim for Quit Rent which was 
under examinatîon the Municipality owed the Government on the Ist of January 
1879, Rs. 1,79,690-5-1, and there were out-standings due to others amounting to 
Rs. 39,881. In ail there was a floating debt of Es. 2,19,571-5-1 at the close of 
theninemonths. 

Advances.— The amount of out-standing on the Ist of January 1879 was 
Rs. 12,359-3-5 as shown at page 5 of Appendix II. 

Water-Works Loan.— The Statement at page 6 of Appendix II shows 
the progress made in paying off this loan. On the 3 Ist of December the Sinking 
Fund for its extinction stood as follows : —

The loan amounting to Rs. 14,30,000 was received in several instalments as 
required between August 1869 and May 1874. The interest charged by Govern- 
ment is 4 per cent., and 2 per cent, more is paid for the Sinking Fund. 

Stores. — The Store Account closed with a débit balance of Rs, 46,640-4-1, 
which is less than the previous year by Rs. 3,280-2-10. 

Workshop . — The balance at débit of this Account at the close of the 
previous year was Rs. 6,007-3-2, as shown in the statement of Receipts and Dis- 
bursements accompanying last year's Report. During the nine months it was 
debited with Rs. 35,915-1-2 for wages and materials supplied, and credited with 
Rs. 36,723-15-11 for work turned out, leaving a débit balance at close of the year 
of Rs. 5,198-4-5. 

House Services and othêr Government and Private Works.— The ex- 
cess of expenditure noticeable under this head is due to certain works executed by 
the Municipality at the request of the Presidency District Engineer, the charges 
for which remained to be recovered*. 

Auditors' Report.—In the Auditor's Report, Appendix I, it is pointed out 
that an error has been made in respect of an item of Ks. 15941-2-5, which hasbeen 
charged off to Municipal Fund instead of being debited to '* Stores." The Report 
(not dated) was received too late for the necessary altérations to be made and 
shown in this Report, but the remarks of the Auditors with référence to this item, 
will receive due attention. 



IIL-COLLECTION OF TAXES. 

Carriage Tax.— The half-yearly periods for which this tax was payable 
under the old Municipal Act, commenced respectively on the ist May and ist 
November. But under the new Municipal Act which came into force on the ist 
January, the half-yearly periods were altered to suit the calendar year, and made 
to commence on the ist January and ist July. To hâve collected the tax for the 
half-year commencing on the ist November 1878 under the old Act, and that for 
the half-year commencing ist January 1879 under the new, would hâve been to 
collect two half-yearly taxes for a total period of eight months. To avoid this, the 
late Commissioners, with the sanction of Government, resolved to forego the 
tax for the half-year commencing i st November. By this arrangement the demand 
available for collection during the nine months under review was limited to one 
half-year's tax and the arrears. The current demand was origînally Rs. 21,805 which 
was subsequently reduced by remissions on account of non-liabîlity and disap- 
pearance of persons liable to Rs. 19,497-4-0, of which Rs. 19,185-4-0 was collected. 
A sum of Rs. 1,945-0-0 was collected on account of arrears, making a total of Rs. 
21,130-4-0. The collection exceeds the average of the three previous half-years 
by Rs. 306. 

Begistration of Carts.— The half-yearly periods for which carts are regis- 
tered, commence on the ist January and ist July respectively. Consequently, 
the collections were for a portion of the ist and the whole of the 2nd half-years. 
They amount to Rs. 8,266-6-10, being Rs. 10 under the average of the corresppnd- 
îng period in the three preceding years, but exceeding 1875 by Rs. 1,438 and 1876 
by Rs. 631, the large excess in 18 7 7 being due to the famine. 

ToUs.— The toUs were, as usual, let oui on contract. The payments re- 
ceived from the farmer during the nine months amount to Rs. 32,550. There is a 
decrease of Rs. 2,111 compared with the average of the corresponding period in 
1875, 1876 and 1877. It îs to be expected that the increasing use of the South 
Indian Railway will continue to affect this source of revenue injuriously. 

Profession Tax.— The Departmental Report deals solely with the Demand 
of 1878 and the Current and Arrears Collections. It is much to be regretted 
that a complète Statement of Demand Collection and Balance for the years 
1875, 1876 and 1877 is not forthcoming as was anticipated by the Budget Com- 
mittee in framing the estimate for 1879. It should however be explained that the 
matter is receiving the attention of the Standing Committee. The Profession tax, 
it should be observed, is payable for the calendar year by half-yearly instalments 
falling due respectively on the ist June and ist December. There was, therefore, 
but little time for the collection of the 2nd half-yearly instalment. The gross de- 
mand for 1878 as orîginally assessed on 9,000 persons and 133 Joint Stock Com- 
panies was Rs. 1,46,216, of which Rs. 16,233 were remitted on objection, leaving a 
remainder of Rs. 1,29,983. Of this amount a sum of Rs. 63,520-8-0 was collected 
up to 3lst December including Rs. 722-0-0 tendered voluntarily prîor to ist of 
April and taken into the accounts of 1877-78. The current collections for same 
period in three preceding years average Rs. 51,762. The arrears collections were 
only Rs. 5,665, which is less than a thîrd of the average arrears collections in pre- 
ceding years. The total collection for arrears and current during the nine months 
is Rs. 68,463-8-0, which exceeds the average of the three preceding years but is 

less than 1876 and 1877 owing to the excess arrears collections made in thosé years.

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On the ist January 1879, there remaîned on the books a balance demand of Rs. 
66,462-8-0 on account of 1878. 

Liquor Shop Tax.— The number of shops assessed to this tax for 1878 
was 510 agaînst 498, the average number of the three preceding years : the amount 
of the assessment was originally Rs. 11,493 reduced to Rs. 11,416 by réductions on 
objections. Including Rs. 459 collected prior to April ist the total amount collected 
was Rs. 10,804, leaving a balance of Rs. 612 to be accounted for. The collections 
on account of arrears amounted to Rs. Il2,brîngingup the total toRs. 10,457. The 
Departmental Report shows the difficulty experienced in realizîng this tax. Sixty 
per cent, of the persons liable to pay the tax hâve to be compelled to pay by 
resort to prosecution. 

H0U86 Rate.— The détails of the assessment and collection of this tax as 
given in the Departmental Report are both clear and full, and do not readily admit 
of condensement. The number of rateable premises was 32,236 as finally settled. 

There was an increase of 959 in the number of rateable premises above the 
average of the three preceding years. There were 284 new assessments and 667 
increases against 200 total exemptions and 354 réductions. 570 appeals embrac- 
ing 736 holdings were admitted and heard, of which 36 were against fresh assess- 
ments, 210 against increases, and 490 against standing rates. 

The net demand for the year after settlement of objections and appeals was 
fîxed at Rs. 3,52,426 against an average of Rs. 3,41,333 for the three preceding 
years, showing an increase of Rs. 1 1,093. 

The arrears demand was Rs. 16,168, which brings up the total demand to 
Rs. 3,68,594, against which Rs. 4,034-3-2 were written off on account of remissions, 
&c., leaving a net balance of Rs. 3,64,560 for collection. The collections in- 
clusive of refunds amounted to Rs. 3,43,158, leaving a balance of Rs- 21,402, 
which is 5 '8 per cent, of the settled demand. This resuit is very satisfactory when 
it is considered that the period of collection was curtailed by three months. As 
compared with préviens years the working of this tax shows continued and steady 
iniprovement. 

In para. 27 of the Departmental Report are given the particulars of the 
coercîve measures employed in the realization of the rate. It appears that 15,610 
notices, and 6,560 warrants were issued. There were also 1,156 unexecuted 
warrants of préviens years. 4,007 warrants were executed, and in 730 cases dis- 
trained property was sold. Out of the 6,560 warrants issued for current demand 
5,456 or 83 per cent, were in respect of properties not exceeding Rs. 96 in annual 
rent value, 3,983 or 61 per cent, in respect of properties not exceeding Rs. 48, and 
2,045 or 31 per cent, in respect of properties not exceeding Rs. 24. 

The graduated scale of Houses, &c., assessed, given on page 24 of the Depart- 
mental Report furnishes some interesting and instructive particulars. It appears 

that out of 32,236 assessed holdings, 25,931 or over 80 per cent, do not exceed 

♦ 

Rs. loo in annual rental value. It follows that the largeness in the proportion of 
the warrants issued in respect of small properties is accounted for by their large 
numerical prépondérance, and that there is no ground for the argument that the 
house rate is felt to be especially oppressive by the small property-owners. 

Ground Bents.— The net demand for arrears after déduction of re- 
missions was Rs. 1,994, which with the current demand of the ist, 2nd and 3r<i 



quarters amounted to Es. 8,494* The collection amounted toRs. 5,656, leavîng a 
balance of Rs. 2,838, of which Rs. 1,665 was against the arrears demand. The 
Budget estimate was exceeded by Rs. 656, and the previous average by Rs. 1,308. 

Considérable progress was made in the sifting and final disposai of the arrears 
demand, and it is hoped that the work will be completed in the course of the 
présent year, 

It is hoped that in the next Report it will be possible to show that 
the standard of efficiency attained in the collection of the House rate and 
Ground rents has been more nearly approached by the staff employed in the col- 
lection of the other taxes. 

The following table shows how the collections compare with the revised 
estimate and the actuals of the corresponding period in the three previous years : —

Misoellaneous ColleotionB — There is but little calling for remark under 
this head. The aggregate estimate of Rs. 77,282 was exceeded by Rs. 5,245, 
There were excesses under most of the items. The rents of Market Stalls 
realised less by Rs. 715 than the estimate, being an average of nearly 80 Rupees 
a month. This may be due to the depressed state of trade. Strand Rents show 
a falling off owing to the same cause. Under the head of Sewage Farms the 
collections are Rs. 4,283 against an estimate of Rs. 6,000, showing a déficit of 
Rs. 1,717. Against this there were in stock at the year's end 85 J tons of hay 
valued at Rs. 2,557. The item of Rs. 1,500 for compensation from Government 
for Latrines was inserted in the estimate in the expectation that the Government 
were about to take up certain latrines, but the expectation was not realised within 
the year. 

IV.-PURPOSES OF THE MUNICIPAL ACT. 

Education — The adoption of a somewhat reduced scale for the calcula- 
tîon of " Results Grants" added to the fact that many of the schools on the list of 
the Municîpality had not been examined in time to allow of their drawing their 
grants before the 3ist December, results in a small expenditure on account of 
Education. From the report of the Deputy Inspector of Schools, it appears that 
a sum of Rs. 2,682-11-0 was paid in grants to 75 schools, sending 1,571 pupils for 
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examination, and that the pay of the Inspecting Schoolmasters and contingencies 
cost Rs. 1,544, making a total of Rupees 4,226-11-0. Out of 147 schoois on the 
list, 102 were examined before and 45 remained to be examined after 3lst Decem- 
ber. The grants drawn under the new scale were about half of what would 
hâve been paid under the old. 

HospitalB and Dispensaries.— The functions of the Commissioners are 
coniined to the payment of an annual sum for the maintenance of the Black Town 
Infirraary, the Hospital forwomen and childrenat Vepery, the Royapettah Hospital 
and the Lock Hospital for the prévention of Contagions Diseases. The total araount 
allotted was Rs. 36,102-12-0, but for the reasons given in G. O., 3rd December, 
1878, No. 2148, printed in Appendix I, no portion of this sum was paid during the 
nine months. A sum of Rs. 225 was paid in aid of the Rev. Dr. Strachan's Dis- 
pensary at St. Thomé. 

Public Health— Deaths.—Although the présent report embraces only the 
last nine months of the calendar year so far as relates to Municipal administration, 
it is convenient in noticing the statistics of births and deaths to deal with the whole 
year. The period, Jannary — March 1879, which was embraced in the Report for 
1878-79 will, therefore, again be noticed in the présent report. 

There were 18,912 deaths registered from ail causes during the year. Of 
thèse 447 were from small-pox, i from measles, 4,982 fevers, 3,434 dysentery, 
1,108 diarrhœa, and 85 choiera. Calculated on the Census of 1871, the death-rate 
per mille per annum is 47.5. The deaths are thus distributed over the four 
quarters of the year : —

In the officiai year 1877-78 the deaths registered were 39,716 or 99*9 per 
mille per annum. This enormous excess was, of course, attributable to the 
famine ; and the high death-raie of 1878 must be attributed to its after-efîects. 
The improvement from 99-9 for 1877-78, to 62*8 for first quarter and to 42*8 
for last three quarters of 1878 being as great as could hâve been expected. 

It will be seen by referring ter Table xxx of Appendix V. that, in the first 
quarter, there was excessive mortality from small-pox, fevers and dysentery, 
that there was a marked improvement in the second quarter, and that in August 
the mortality from fevers and dysentery again increased. 

There were 85 deaths from choiera, of which 29 occurred between the i6th 
and 29th of November. This outbreak was confined to the 2nd and 3rd Divisions, 
and is believed to hâve originated from drinking water supplied by barrel cartmen, 
as it was confined almost entirely to the houses of persons using such water. 

It is observed that the Divisions in which the greatest mortality occurred are 

the first and fourth. It should not be lost sight of, however, that there is an abnor- 

mally high birth-rate in thèse Divisions. Thèse two facts seem to indicate that 

the population of thèse Divisions bas largely increased since the last Census, there 

being nothing in the sanitary condition of either to account for a high rate of 

mortality.

There were 4,074 deaths amongst infants under one year old, 8,220 amongst 
children aged from 1 to 6, and 3,261 of persons over 60, making in ail 10,555 
deaths, or over 55 per cent, of the total number of deaths. 

Births.— There is a further increase in the number of births registered, 

the nurabers being for 1877 Hi384 

1878 I5ii04 

Since the year 1875 birth-registration has greatly improved, there being 
nearly 50 per cent, more births registered in 1878 than in the former year. Of 
the 15,104 births, 34I were still-born and 14,763 livîng; 7,878 were maies and 
7,226 females. The birth-rate per mille per annum was 37*9. 

Vaccinatioii.— The Vaccination Stafî which used formerly to be under 
the direct supervision of the Inspector of Vaccination, was on the Ist of April 
transferred to the late Commissioners. The expenditure during the nine months 
was Rs. 3,703-15-5, or Rs. 5,096-8-0 if the expenditure of the ist quarter be added. 
For purposes of comparison it is more convenient to deal in this report with a 
whole year, and this has accordingly been done by adding the work done in the 
first quarter. The total number of ail âges vaccinated was 39,376, of which 
20,090 were successful, 1,621 unsuccessful and 17,665 unknown. 

Compared with the opérations of 1877-78 thèse figures are very small. 
In that year the total number was 1 16,335, ^^ which 5 1 ,595 were reported success- 
ful. In 1876-77 the total was over 51,000, and in 1875-76 ît was 49,000. Mak- 
ing therefore every allowance for the extra stafî employed during the famine year, 
the number still appears small, as it falls short of 1875-76 by nearly 10,000. This 
may be perhaps accounted for to some extent by the fact that there are fewer 
persons now than formerly who require and are willîng to accept vaccination. The 
extraordinary exertions made during the famine, aided by the gênerai fear of small- 
pox then prevailing, left comparatively few subjects for opération in the succeeding 
year. But infant vaccination would not be afïected by this cause, and it is found 
that there has been a considérable falling ofî in this item, the numbers being only 
2,624 as against 7,335 in 1877-78, 3,694 in 1876-77, and 3,009 in 1875-76. It is 
clear, therefore, that better results ought to hâve been shown. 

Sanitary Inspection. — Tables 20 and 21 annexed to the Departmental 
Report, Appendix IV, give respectively the particulars of the notices served under 
the Conservancy sections of the Act, and of the persons prosecuted forbreaches of 
those sections during the nine months from April to December 1878. There were 
360 notices served, of which 327 were complied with : 1,686 persons were prose- 
cuted, of whom 1,360 were convicted, 28 acquitted, and against 200 the charge 
was withdrawn. The remaining cases were undisposed of. Thèse figures are 
small compared with the results shown for 1877-78, butin that year the large 
extra stafî of Médical Inspectors employed on account of the famine fully account 
for the différence. Table 18 gives the particulars of 467 licenses issued for using 
places for carrying on dangerous or offensive trades, markets, 6lc., and 46 licenses 
for temporary érections. The Municipal burying and burning grounds received 
constant attention, and are generally in a much better condition than formerly. 
Thèse important duties hâve fully occupied the staff, in addition to the supervision 
of the conservancy and repairs, ftc, within their respective Ranges and Wards. 

Conservanoy. — The surface-cleansing and removal of rubbish and night- 

soil was carried out by a force of i,o6l coolies and 361 carts. 283,567 cart-loads, 

8 
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of which 8,231 were of night-soil, were removed. As noticed in former reports 
the bulk of the night-soil from houses continued to be carried away with the 
ashes and other rubbîsh in the open carts. Separate means for its removal are 
now being supplied. 

As compared with the results of last year, there is a slight increase in 
favour of the nine months. 

The rubbish was deposited in thirty-nine différent places, of which the 

following are the principal : — 

Cart Loads. 

The Municipal land at Manally, conveyed in boats 30,804 

Coorookoopettah (private ground) n •.... 36,566

Barbers' Bridge ( do. ) 28,178 

The arrangements for private conservancy in the 6th Division noticed 
in the last report, continued to work satisfactorily. They hâve been discontinued 
since the introduction of the new Municipal Act. 

The main drains of Black Town and Trîplicane were cleaned, over 5,000 
cubic yards of silt having been removed from the former. 

The cost of the surface-cleansîtig was Rs. 1,14,399-8-5 out of an allot- 
ment of Rs. 1,22,485-4-0 in the Budget. 

Disease of a virulent type broke out in August amongst the cattle sup- 
plied by the contractor for the scavengering carts, and as the contractor seemed 
unable to cope with it, assistance had to be given to him to prevent the disease 
spreading in the town. A hospital pound was formed for the ségrégation and treat- 
ment of diseased animais : 104 b'uUocks were admitted between the 19 th Novem- 
ber 1878 and the 2nd January 1879, of which only 34 recovered. It is an agree- 
able duty to bring prominently to the notice of the Oommissioners the valuable 
services rendered during this outbreak by Mr. Western, Veterinary Surgeon of 
the Governor's Body Guard, under whose direction the hospital pound was formed 
and kept up. No fresh admissions having occurred for some time after the 2nd 
January, the pound was broken up about the end of that month. 

The amount realised by sale of rubbish during the 9 months was Rs. 
3,489-8-0 as agaiîist Rs. 2,039 in 1877-78, Rs. 1,122 in 1876-77 and Rs. 2,570 in 
1875-76. 

Dust Bins. — The total number of new dust bins erected was 676 at a 
cost of Rs. 3,904-5-10. It is found that 2,976 more dust bins are required in ail 
the streets of the city at an estimated cost of Rs. 20,832. 

Latrines — Including the water latrine in Vasappamode Parcherry, fîve 
new permanent and two temporary latrines were erected, and a large number of 
the existing ones repaired. A latrine in Triplicane was converted into a water 
latrine. Every effort has been made to keep the latrines in a state of tolerable 
cleanliness. The water latrines are an immense improvement on the old pattern, 
being always perfectly clean and free from offensive smell. Full particulars of the 
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expenditure are gîven in tables i and 7 annexed to the Departmental Report. The 
total cost of the new latrines was Rs. 2,547-10-10, andof the repairs Rs. 2,050-10-7. 

Sewage Faxms — The receipts from thèse farms as shewn in the State- 
ment of Receipts and Disbursements amounted to Rs. 4,282-13-4 against an esti- 
mate of Rs. 6,000. A considérable addition was made to the Triplicane farm by 
the raising and levelling of a pièce of Government land situated to the east of the 
Canal and south of the Nullah. A new farm was formed at Royapuram. The 
cost of working each farm and the receipts are shown in the Departmental Report.

General Maxket— The rents of the stalls in the market realized, accord- 
ing to the statement of Receipts and Disbursementf, Rs. 6,285-6-6 against Rs. 
7,000 estimated. The market was improved by the érection of a verandah in front 
of the butchers' stalls on the west side of the main gangway at a cost of lis. 
636-2-1. 

Faxcherries. — The two worst parcherries in Black Town were the Eadgah 
Mosque and Vasappamode Parcherries. The buts in the former were removed 
and theground levelled at a total cost of Rs. 1,603-1-8. The site of this parcherry 
belongs to a Mahomedan religious institution which is unable to meet the cost of 
the improvements. This will therefore devolve on the Municipal Fund. The 
ground is at too low a level to admit of drainage. It is therefore being 
gradually raised with clean rubbish and will in tirae become a valuable building* 
site. The Vasappamode Parcherry bas been put in a good sanitary condition 
by the construction of drains, and the opening out of streets» It is stated in 
the Departmental Report that the expenditure on this improvement amounted to 
Rs. 3,218-13-5, of which Rs. 683-I4-11 had been recovered, and Rs. 722-15-8 more 
was recoverable from the owners of the land, so that the net cost to the Munici- 
pality would be ultimately only Rs. i,8il- Themethod adopted in respect of the 
Vasappamode Parcherry should be put in force against the owners of the land on 
which other parcherries are situated. 

Drainage. — Nothingworthy of spécial mention was done for the improve- 
ment of the drainage. A scheme for the drainage of Black Town, drawn up by Mr. 
Jones, was approved of by the late Commissioners and submitted to Government. 
In many streets the old masonry side drains are completely broken up. It is 
hoped that a portion of Mr. Jones' scheme will be taken in hand in the course of 
the year 1879. 

Water Works. — The supply at the Red Hills was abundant throughout the 
nine months. The lowest point reached was at the end of August when there 
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was still six feet of water above the lowest pîpe. The analyses given in the De- 
partraental Report show that the water contains albuminoid ammonia in far larger 
proportion than is consîdered safe for potable water, nevertheless the water is 
undoubtedly increasing in favour, the consumption being about 2^ million gallons 
per day for the nine months embraced in this report. 

Four new fountains were erected and a few small extensions were made to the 
pipe System. The works were kept in good order, though it was discovered in 
taking up a 24-inch valve in the Mount Road that there was a large deposit of 
small snails in the main pipe. The Delivery Channel is reported to be in need X>1 
extensive repairs in parts. 

The number of new house-connections was 57 against 23 in the twelve 
months preceding. 

Sixteen public tanks were kept fuU of water from the pipes. 

The public are indebted to the liberality of Mr. C. V. Cunniah Chetty 
for a handsome stone cattle trough which has been erected on the Mount Road 
near the Napier Park. 

Boads.— During the nine months 42 miles, 7 furlongs, 64 yards of road con- 

taining a superficial area of 38,68834 squares of loo square feet, were reformed 

for Rs. 94,100-2-5 or Rs. 2,188-6-0 per mile. The thicknesses were in the foUowing

The tables annexed to the Departmental Report contain f ull détails of the work 
done under the head of Roads. The émergent repairs cost Rs. 17,955-7-8 for 
labour and materials. 

Lighting.— The total number of lamps at the close of the nine months 
was 1,825. Owing to disputes between the contractor and his servants the light- 
ing in July was defective. A heavy fine was imposed on the contractor in accord- 
ance with the terms of his contract, after which there was an improvement. New 
burners and globes for ail the street lamps were imported into store ready for issue 
on the ist January. 

Pire Engines»— The occurrence of a fire in the shop of Gopaulkishnamah 
Chetty in Popham's Broadway, which owing to the stillness of the night was fortu- 
nately put out before any damage was done to adjacent premises, led to a repré- 
sentation being made to the Government of the insufficiency of the means avail- 
able in Madras for the extinction of fîres. This resulted in certain recommendations 
(given in the Departmental Report) being made by the Fire Code Committee, which 
were approved by'Government and the Municipality, and were being carried out. 

Public Paxks-— There is nothing calling for spécial mention in the man- 
agement and up-keep of the Napier and People's Parks. The nett cost of the latter 
for the nine months was Rs. 9,566, inclusive of the maintenance of the Zoological 
collection. The roads, paths, fences, and buildings were maintained in good order. 
Large numbers of persons visited the Park daily. In December a Pair was for the 
first time held in the Park. It was carried out under the management of a mixed 
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Committee withoutaid from Municipal Funds, and attracted an immense number of 
visitors. In the Napier Parle the cash receipts were Rs. 2,641 against an expendi- 
ture of Rs, 1,473. 

Avenues.— The expenses incurred in the maintenance of the avenues 
are shown to hâve amounted to Rs. 2,812-2-7. For this sum 2,877 trees were 
watered and their fencing repaired ; and 423 young trees were planted, of which 
415 were fenced. Although in some of the roads the trees appear to make rather 
slow progress, they hâve done very well on the whole, and will in a few years 
become one of the most agreeable features in the appearance of the cîty. 

Conclusion — In conclusion, it must be explained that the late appear- 
ance of this Report is owing to an unusual.amount of work in connection with the 
élections and the changes conséquent on the introduction of the New Act, by 
which the Departmental Reports were unavoidably delayed.

As we are pretty well abreast of our work in the Assessing and CoUecting De- 
partment, I hope to be able to meet the instalment of Water- Works Loan falling 
due Ist January 1879 within the end of February, and that falling due Ist July on 
due date. 
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Ordeb thereon, 3rd December 1878, No- 2148. 

From the papers recorded above it appears that as regards Impérial the posi- 
tion of the Municipal Commissioners is as folio ws : — They owe on account of inter- 
est and Sinking Fund appertaining to the Water- Works Loan Rupees 42,547-6-4, 
being the instalment due on the 30th June last, while their Budget provision for 
the year from Ist April to 3lst December 18î8 on account of payments to be made 
to Government under Impérial and Provincial has been ail but exhausted* Out of 
the payments made from this provision Rupees 35,032^ hâve been credited by the 
Accountant-G-eneral on account of arrears due up to 3 Ist March 1878 for contri- 
bution to Presidency Hospitals and Dispensaries and to the cost of working the 
Contagions Diseases x\ct. 

2. His Grâce the Governor in Council résolves to instruct the Accountant- 
General to re-adjust this payment to the crédit of Impérial on account of the instal- 
ment for interest on loan, &c., due on 30th June last, and to request the Municipal 
Commissioners to arrange without fail to pay the balance, approximating Rupees

3. The effect of this Order will be to raise the Municipal debt to Provincial

3. Report on Municipal Accounts for nine months ending 3lst December 
1878. 

We hâve the honor to state for the information of the Municipal Commission- 
ers, that we hâve carefully examined the Municipal Accounts for the nine months 
ending December 3 Ist, 1878, and hâve compared the expenditure shewn in the 
Cash Book with the vouchers in support of the charges, 

2. The accounts (with the exception of one item referred to in the next 

paragraph) appear to us generally correct, except as regards the System on which 

they are kept. On this subject, however, it being obviously more useful to remark 

on the existing System of account, than on the System in force in the year 1878 in 

which some modifications hâve already been introduced, we hâve thought it better 

to reserve our remarks for our report on the accounts for the présent year.

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3. The item to which we refer is a charge of Rs. 1,941-2-5, finally charged 
ofi in Municipal Accounts as a débit to Municipal Fund and as a per contra crédit 
to " Advances Reooverable, Junction Canal," representing the value of certain 
stores retumed by the Presidency Engineer to the Municipality. The data on 
which the entry has been made appears to us as not above question, the more so as 
no valued or even numerical list of the articles said to hâve been retumed appears 
available. But the amount^ assuming that the data, on which the entry was made, 
to hâve been altogether correct, should hâve been debited to Stores and not written 
off the Municipal Accounts altogether. The amount should be written back to 
Stores in the accounts of the current year.

1879, No. 82) to relieve the Municipalitj of the charges connected with the pump- 
ing of water at the Bed Hills Tank amounting to Bs. 23,213-8-3 ; the liabilities 
therefore to Govemment including the amount claimed on account of Quit Rent 
will stand at Ks. 1,56,476-12-10 being in excess by Bs. 23,629-5-1 of the dues to 
Govemment at the close of the préviens year. If Rs. 13,296-3-4 claimed by 
Govemment on account of Arrears of Quit Bent, and Bs. 13,182 due on account of 
the working of the Contagions Diseases Act and conditionally remitted by Gt)veni- 
ment in G.O. dated 18th January 1879, No. 82, be deducted, the liabilities to Govem- 
ment will be Bs. 1,29,998-9-6 or Bs. 2,848-14-3 less than the amount due on the 
31st of March. Besides the above dues, from a computation made as nearly as 
possible, a probable sum of about Bs. 40,000 will hâve to be disbursed on account

The amount of the loan is Rs. 14,30,000 bearing interest at 4 per cent, per 
annum. An additional payment at the rate of 2 per cent, is made to a Sinking 
Pund for the extinction of the loan. By the above statement it will be seen that 
Rs. 2,13,522-7-9 hâve been in ail paid to the said Fund. The large balance of 
uninvested cash Rs. 11,922-7-9 at the end of the year was nnavoidable, as Rs. 
11,677-8-0 of this sum forms a proportion of a transfer ordered by Government of 
a payment made on account of Hospitals and Dispensaries and on account of Con- 
tagions Diseases so late as the month of December.

lltr. Jones' Seport on the Drainage of Black Town,— The Commissioners 

approved generaUy of Mr. Jones* proposais which were to construct three new under- 
ground sewers, one along the North Beach Boad, one along Popham's Broadway, 
and one along Wall Tax Boad, to convey the sewage northwards into a cross sewer 
running from west to east to a pumping station near the Beach. The street drains 
were to be open egg-shaped drains made of concrète and plastered with cément 
carrying both house drainage and rain water. The new sewers were intended 
merely to carry house drainage, means being provided for the escape of the excess 
water due to rain by other outlets. In submitting Mr. Jones' report for the favor- 
able notice of Government the Commissioners requested that they might be favored 
at an early date with such orders on the drainage question as would set them free 
to take action. 

Suies for Bathing Fonntains- — Bules for regulating bathing at the public 
fountains were passed by the Commissioners. They are annexed to this Eeport. 

Water-SUpply* — A scheme for extending the pipe System was drawn up by 
the Executive Engineer. It embraced the laying of 34 miles of pipes of the smaller 
bores, the érection of 185 foimtains and stand-pipes, and the fixing of 165 valves 
and 800 hydrants. The estimated cost was Rs. 3,04,843-1 4-10. The scheme having 
been referred to the Water-supply Conunittee, they passed the following resolution : — 

" That having regard to Sections 211 and 433 of the new Municipal Bill, it is 
incumbent on the Commissioners to take early steps for extending the pipes to ail 
the populous parts of the town which are at présent unsupplied with water. The 
Committee hâve examined the proposais made by the Executive Engineer and con- 
sider them generally satisfactory. As the Conmiittee are given to understand that 
the préparation of working plans will necessitate an increase of establishment they 
résolve to reconmiend the Commissioners to adopt the scheme in its présent form 
and to submit the same to Government, with a request for a further loan of three 
lakhs for getting the necessary material from England and carrying ont the work. 
The Committee are of opinion that the Black Town and Soyapooram Divisions 
should be first taken in hand.'* 



30 APPENDIX II. 

QENEBAL DEPABTUENT. 

This resolution having been adopted by the Commissioners a formai applica- 
tion for a loan of 3 lakhs of Bupees bas been subsequently made. The final ord^^ 
of Government hâve not y et been received. 

Hew Market- — ^ Committee appointed by the Commissioners to consider 
and report upon the advisability of having a new market being of opinion that a 
new gênerai market was urgently required, resolved to request Mr. Ghisholm to 
fumish them with a rough plan of a market at an estimated cost not exceeding 
Rs. 1,50,000. Mr. Ghisholm fumished plans which were generally approved of by 
the Gommittee. They accordingly resolved to recommend the Commissioners to 
apply to Government for a loan of Rupees 1,50,000, and proposed that the market 
should be erected on the esplanade between the Ordnance Unes and the esplanade 
road. The recommendations of the Gommittee were adopted by a majority, and an 
application was accordingly made to Government for a loan. No final orders hâve 
as yet been passed on this application. 

License Taz- — In accordance with the provisions of the License Act III of 
1878 the Municipal Gommissioners were called upon to fumish a list to the Col- 
lector showing the names and numbers of persons chargeable under the Act résid- 
ent within the limits of the Madras Municipality, together with the class under 
which they were chargeable and the fées payable by them respectively. The lists 
were prepared by the Assessor and CoUector with the assistance of his surbordi- 
nates and a staS of extra hands specially engaged for the work. The total number of 
persons assessed was 6,619 and the total amount Rs. 1,58,532. Judging, however, 
from the uncertain nature of the assessment, and from the analogy of the working 
of the Municipal Profession Tax it was estimated thatonly Rs. 70,000 would be ool- 
lected within the 31st Marcb 1879, after which no process for recovery was permis- 
sible under the Act. Some correspondence took place as to the amount of rému- 
nération which should be given to Municipalities for the collection of the tax, the 
Gommissioners being of opinion that 11 per cent, on the collections would be a 
fair rate. It was finally decided by Government that ail Municipalities should be 
allowed temporarily to deduct 10 per cent, of the actual collections for their ex- 
penses subject to adjustment when final orders were passed. The Commissioners 
having regard to the state of the work in the Municipal Office were opposed to the 
employment of the Municipal staff for the collection of the tax and sanctioned the 
entertainment of a spécial establishment amounting to Rs. 950 permensem, inclu- 
sive of Rs. 250 for theassessing and coUecting officer. Mr. J. B. Cardozo, Municipal 
Commissioner for the 4th Division, was appointed to the latter post. In due 
course, the CoUector sent a notice to the Président under Section 25 of the 
License Act requiring the Gommissioners to pay into his office a sum of Rs 1,42,679 
calculated on the retum fumished by the Assessor. A Spécial General Meeting of 
the Commissioners was held to consider this notice, and a resolution was adopted 
pointing out the injustice of the demand and requesting Government to relieve the 
Municipality of the duty of coUecting the tax. The notice was allowed to &11 
through, and the Government informed the Gommissioners " that it was their 
désire to show every considération under the spécial circumstances of the year and 
that they hâve no intention in any case of requiring from them more than. the 
adjusted demand after disposai of appeals and objections as provided in the Act." 
The amoimt coUected up to the 31st Deoember as shown by the Statement of 
Eeceipts and Disbursements was Rs. 44,360 and the cost of collection Rs. 6,272-9-5. 
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Eloctdon Ailles- — Preparatory to the introduction of the new Municipal Act 
the Commissioners framed élection rules wbicli subsequently received the sanction 
of Government. ïhey are annexed to this Report. 

Public Farks* — ^The People's Park was maintained in good order. The 
1 * p k Zoological collection received a valuable addition, viz., 2 tigresses, 

2 samburs, 1 wolf, 1 fox, 1 lemur, 1 entullus, 4 crocodiles, and 
1 ostrich purchased with the spécial sanction of the Commissioners f rom Mr. 
Abraham of Bellary for Rs. 2,000, and 2 dingoes, and 2 kangaroos, the gift of the 
Municipality of Ballarat. Besides the above, the foUowing animais were also 
presented : — 

1 tiger presented by the Rajah of Wallur. 

1 jungle cat „ Dr. Bidie. 

1 common tree cat „ Dr. Bidie. 

1 monkey „ W. P. Shaw, Esq. 

1 striped hyœna „ E. J. Kitts, Esq.

One cheetah cub was bom 9th June 1878, and 2 spotted deer on 21st May and 
14th June respectively. 

A start was made by the Gymnasium Committee to form a gymnasium in the 
Park near the Vepery gâte, the selected site having been enclosed with a wall and 
railing. The swimming bath continued in use throughout the 9 months, but was 
comparatively little used, the sum realized being only Rs. 139-1-0 which is insuffi- 
cient to reimburse the Municipality for the cost of establishment and maintenance. 

Boats and canoës maintained by a contracter in the large lake near the wild 
animal's enclosure afforded amusement to a large number of visitors. 

A band played as usual twice a week at the band stand, the attendance on 
Saturdays being invariably numerous. The year is remarkable in the annals of the 
Park as being that in which the first Madras Pair was held. The fair was managed 
by a Committee of Municipal Commissioners and others and commenced on the 
30th of December. The Park was decorated with flags, and arches omamented 
with transparencies were erected at the entrances. Several booths were erected 
for shows and performances of varions kinds and for the sale of ref reshments and 
f ancy articles. The régiments stationed in the Presidency Ifent .their bands which 
contributed greatly to the enjoyment of pleasure-seekers. On the evening of the Ist 
of January a very fine display of fire-works was given by M. R. Ry. Cunniah Chetty 
Garu, to witness which it is calculated that not less than 20,000 persons visited the 
Park. The expenses which amounted to Rs. 2,650-15-10 were met by subscrip- 
tions and the sale of carriage tickets at the entrance gâtes. 

The expenditure on the Park was slightly in excess of the Budget grant, being 

Rs. 11,456-14-7 against a grant of Rs. 1 1,158-0-0. On the other hand the estimated 

receipts were Rs. 2,316 as against Rs. 1,890, actual showing a loss of over Rs. 400. 

The net cost of the Park to the Municipal Pund was therefore Rs. 9,566. In this, 

however, is included Rs. 2,152 the cost ôf animais purchased from Mr. Abraham 

ak Bellary including their carriage to Madras, and a new Howdah for the éléphant, 

Rs. 104. Thèse exceptional charges being deducted the net cost for the nine 

months is reduced to Rs. 7,310.

The increased cost of the Park is due in the main to the loss of Es. 400 in the 
receipts for hay and grass and Zoological collections and to the fact that a sum of 
Rs. 472 was spent in digging and laying ont new grass beds. The complète failure 
of the north-east monsoon accounts for the falling off in the grass receipts : of the 
Zoological collections an instalment of Rs. 200 was paid by the contractor in 
March, and taken into last year's accounts. It is hoped that the grass beds whîch 
hâve been laid out will in future years considerably reduce the cost of this Park by 
increasing the income derivable therefrom. The following extract from the report 
of the Superintendent regarding a case of thef t of grass deserves to be recorded : — 

" In connection with this subject, I beg to state that having reason to believe 
that grass was being stolen, I concerted measures for apprehending the thieves, 
and succeeded on the night of the 22nd August in capturîng some women in the 
act of cutting grass imder the direction of Syed Hussain the elephant-keeper. 
This man was convicted of abetting theft but the Magistrate only inflicted a fine of 
Rupees 10 which, considering that the man was a Municipal servant employed in 
the Park and having as such great facilities for carrying on thefts of this kind, 
seemed a very inadéquate punishment and scarcely sujficient for deterring other 
servants from following his example."

" It will be seen that the new schedule while reducing the total grant on accoixnt 
of each standard by one-third, bas increased tbe number of subjects under each 
standard. For Mahomedan Scbools, however, the old schedule haa been allowed 
to continue to be applicable for a further period of 5 years in considération of the 
still backward state of éducation among that class of people. 

" Durirg the ninemonths under report, the suinof Rupees 2,682-11-0 was paid 
by the Municipality in grants to elementary schools on the " Payment for Kesults" 
System, and the establishment of Inspecting Schoolmasters, contingencies, &c., cost 
Rs. 1,544 — making a total of Rupees 4,226-11 spent by the Municipality on Educa- 
tion aJtogether. The amount budgeted for was Kupees 10,000. As schools, 
hitherto, used to be examined and grants paid to tbem according to the officiai year, 
it was found diflBcult to examine ail the schools within the nine months which 
formed the year under report. Only 102 out of 147 schools could be examined in 
that period. The other 45 schools had to be examined after the year closed, and 
the grants paid to them will hâve to be credited to the Budget allotment for the 
current year. The severity of the new Rules for Results Grants, as also the ré- 
duction in the rates of grants themselves prevented schools from receiving from 
the Municipality as much aid as they used to do in former years. Generally they 
received during the period under report about one-half of the grants which they 
used to receive in previous years. Thèse circumstances reduced considerably the 
Municipal expenditure on Education during the nine months ended on the 31st 
December last. 

" As no returns were received from Municipal schools for the nine months enfling 
the 31st December last, the usual statements cannot now be given for that period. 
In future years I in tend to call for returns and statements to be compiled for 
calendar years, in addition to those for officiai years wanted for the information of 
the Educational Department."

BULE8 FOB BSOVZJITZVCI BATKZVO AT PUBLIC rOUHTAZHS. 

1. This fountain will be open for bathing purposes from 6 to 11 a.m., and 
4 to 6 p.M. 

2. No person carrying any clothes besides those which form his ordinary 
dress will be allowed to enter the bathing enclosure. 

3. No person whose body is in a loathsome state either from dirt or disease 
will bé allowed to enter the enclosure. 

4. No person will be allowed to occupy a tap more than five minutes if others 
are waiting to use it. If after being warned by the peon in charge, such person 
omits or refuses to make way for others, he will be ejected from the enclosure. 

5. No person will be admitted into the enclosure in excess of the number 
fixed by the Président, as that which it is capable of accommodating, 

6. Wlioever uses any obscène language, or intentionally commits any act of 
indecency, or is disorderly in his conduct will be ejected from the enclosure. 

7. No person whose body is smeared with oil or other unguents will be 
allowed to bathe at any taps except those specially set apart for that purpose. 

ELECnOV BirUBS, 1879. 

Under the provisions of Section 11 of Madras Act V of 1878, His Grâce the 
Governor in Council is pleased to approve of the foUowing rules for the 
conduct of Elections in the Madras Mimicipality : — 

Rule 1. — The first élection of Municipal Commissioners shall be held on the 
29th April 1879, and ail subséquent élections on such dates as shall, from time to 
time, be notified in the Fort 8t. George Gazette. 

Bule 2. — One Commissioner shall be elected for each of the eight Municipal 
Divisions in accordance with the requirements of Section 14 of the Municipal Act, 
and the remaining eight Elective Commissioners shall be elected for the several 
Divisions in accordance with the orders of Government from time to time notified 
in the Fort St. George Gazette. 

Bule 3. — No person shall be qualified to vote at an élection or to be elected as a 
Commissioner unless his name shall hâve been inserted in the lists prepared by the 
Président, under Section 19 of the Act. 

Rule 4. — The élection shall be held at the places hereinafter appointed for the 
respective Divisions ; that is to say : — 

First Division. — Police Station, Coombal Amman Covil Street, 
nM ;; I } ^'^^i^ipal Office. 

Fourth „ — Police Station, Gantz Road. 

Fifth „ — Police Commissioner's Office. 

Sixth „ — Collège Hall. 

Seventh „ — Deputy CoUector's Office, Mount Road. 

Eighth „ — Office of the Inspector-General of Police. 

Bule 5. — The Président of the Municipal Commission shall appoint one or 
more polUng officers to préside at each station, and shall pay them reasonable com- 
pensation for their services*

Bule 6. — Eacli polling officer shall be supplied by the Président of the Muni- 
cipal Commission with a list or lists of voters for the Division or Divisions for 
whicb such polling oflScer is appointed to take votes, and also with a list of the 
persons qualified to be elected as Municipal Commissioners. A copy of the latter 
shall also be exhibited in a conspicuous position at the polling station. 

Bule 7. — ^Voting papers in the form appended shall be prepared by the Prési- 
dent of the Municipal Commission and f umished by him free of charge to the 
voters on application ; and ail persons desiring to vote must make use of such 
voting papers and conform precisely to the directions for the use thereof . 

Bide 8. — Voters entitled to vote in any Division shall hâve as many votes as 
there are Commissioners to be elected for such Division and may give ail their votes 
to one person provided a separate voting paper shall be used for each vote given. 

Bule 9. — Polling officers shall make a mark on the list of voters against the 
name of each person placing voting papers in the ballot-box and shall add the 
number of voting papers so placed by each such person. They shall exercise every 
reasonable précaution, consistent with the maintenance of the seorecy of voting, for 
the prévention of more than the authorized number of papers being placed in the 
ballot-box by each voter. 

Bule 10. — On the day fixed for the élection the polling shall commence at 6 a m. 
and shall close at 6 p.m. precisely. Each voter shall présent himself to the polUng 
oJBBcers, and af ter stating that it is his intention to vote, shall answer any questions 
put to him by such officers, and then provided no objections are admitted against 
him place his voting paper or papers in the ballot-box. The polling officer shall 
at the close of the poU send the ballot-box duly sealed and secured to the Président 
of the Municipal Commission. 

Bule 11. — At the polling no objection to any iutending voter shall be admitted, 
except on the folio wing three grounds : — 

Ist. — That his name is not on the list of voters of the Division, in respect 
of which the élection is being held. 

2nd. — That he is not the person intended under the name which appears 
on such list. 

Srd. — That he has already voted. 

Bule 12. — On being satisfied that there are reasonable grounds for any of the 
above objections polling officers shall prevent such intending voter from placing 
his voting paper in the ballot-box, shall record his name and address, the objection 
admitted against him, and the grounds of such objection, and shall direct him to 
appear before the Président of the Municipal Commission within three days frora 
the day of the élection ; and the décision of the Président made af ter due inquiries 
shall be final. 

Bule 13. — The polling officer shall, at the close of the day, transmit to the Pré- 
sident of the Municipal Commission a list of the objections to voters admitted by 
him during the day ; and the Président of the Municipal Commission shall, after 
hearing and deciding upon ail such objections, make lists of the votes given in each 
Division, and shall record the same in his office, and shall within ten days after 
the élection publish in the Grovemment Grazetle and at his office the names of the 
candidates for each Division and the number of votes given for them respectively. 
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And the candidates for whom the greatest number of votes shall hâve been given 
in each Division shall, in the proportion assigned to the respective Divisions, be 
deemed to hâve been elected Municipal Conunissioners for the said Divisions 
accordingly, subject to the provisions contained in Section 13 of the Madras Municipal 
Act of 1878.

2. The addition of the number of the person intended to be voted for is 
merely allowed for the purpose of giving greater certainty to the vote. It is not 
compulsory.

Sir, 

I hâve the honor to lay before you a report of the administration of this de- 
partment for the nine months ending the 31st of December last, on which date 
Madras Act IX of 1867, under which the affairs of this Municipality were till then 
managed, came to an end by the repeal thereof by the City of Madras Municipal 
Act V of 1878, which has since taken its place. 

2. There was scarcely any change worth noticing in the System established, or 
the machinery provided, for the working of the several taxes and rates ; and I trust 
that the résulta hereinafter detailed will merit your approbation and speak for the 
energy and zeal with which this department discharged its onerous and unrivalled 
duties, notwithstanding the disadvantages under which it was placed by reason of 
insufficient hands. 

Tax on Carriages on Springs and Awinials nnder Sections 36 to 43. 

3. This tax, being leviable for half-years ending 30th April and 31st October 

and accruing due in advance on30th June and 31st December, lestimated the cur- 

rent demand at Rs. 40,000, at the rate of Rs. 20,000 for each half-year, besides Rs. 

2,000 for arrears which had accrued prier to the Ist of April 1878, and anticipated 

a collection of Rs. 25,000 during the nine months ending the 3 Ist of December 

1878. This would hâve been feasible under ordinary cirumstances as the resuit of 

the opérations of the corresponding period of the three previous years shew that 

Rs. 27,000 were collected in 1875, Rs. 29,000 in 1876 and Rs. 27,000 in 1877, 

such sums comprising Rs. 7,200, Rs. 7,800 and Rs. 7,600, respectively, for the last 

two months of the period, viz., November and December. But, as Act V of 1878, 

which came into opération on the Ist of January last, imposed a similar tax for 

the half-year commencing from that date, and as the levy of the tax under the 

repealed Act for the half-year ending the 30th of April 1879 would, in fact, double 

the liability of tax-payers for a period of four months, commencing January and 

ending April 1879, and thus work a hardship upon them, and Government having 

consequently, upon the recommendation of the Commissioners, sanctioned the waiv- 

ing of their claim for November and December 1878, it would, perhaps, be more 

convenient to sever from the Budget the demand for the half-year ending the 30th 

of April 1879, so included in it as aforesaid, which would reduce the amount to 

Rs. 20,000 for current demand, and Rs. 2,000 for arrears, making an aggregate of 

Rs. 22,000.

15. Not unlike the year 1877, the demand rose chiefly by the assessment of 
foreign Joint Stock Companies represented by local agencies. I anticipate a 
material réduction in the shape of remissions, which up to the 3 Ist of December 
last, were allowed to the extent of Rs. 16,233-8-0 affecting 803 of 1,275 cases in which 
revision of assessment was songht, where réductions and partial and total exemp- 
tions were granted.

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31. In the course of the exécution of one of the above Warrants, the Distraining 
Officer concemed and his staff were assaulted and obstructed in the discharge of 
their duty by over a dozen persons coUected together for the purpose.by the party 
against whom the Warrant was issued. In the interesls of the Municipality and 
for the protection of its out-door employés, it was thought necessary to prosecute 
the offenders, who, after a trial extending over 9 days, the Municipality being 
represented therein by its Solicitors, were convicted and fined to the extent of Rs. 
310. Two of the convicts underwent the alternative sentence of imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary for one month each.

By the date of my giving over charge, between 400 and 500 objec- 
tions were received, whereof 39 were heard and disposed of by me, the décision in 
none of which was appealed against.

I hâve the honor to forward the Administration Report for the above Depart- 
ments for the nine months ending the Slst December 1878. 

GENERAL. 

The Public Works donc during the year will be found detailed in the tables 
which f orm the greater part of this report, and as thèse fully show the works, their 
position and cost, it only remains for me to allude to works which either from their 
extent, importance or otherwise require more particular attention. 

Regarding conservancy works however it is neither easy nor wonld it be 
advantageous to tabulate the work done in that Department, and I therefore give a 
short résumé with remarks of work done in each budget head in the body of tlie 
report. 

The Office work during the year has been somewhat extensive. 

A scheme for the drainage of Black Town waa in June last submitted to the 
Commissioners which received their approval, but although shortly thereafter 
submitted to Q-ovemment, no orders hâve been yet passed upon it. Appeals for 
drainage reach this Department from ail quarters of the town, but only very small 
matters can be attended to, as has been the case for years and years, and Madras 
therefore still lies under the stigma of being one of the worst drained towns in 
India. 

The supply of water to many parts of the town still require extension, but no 
doubt this matter will receive the best attention of the Commissioners during the 
year 1879, in fact steps in view of this hâve already been taken. A scheme, the 
cost amounting to over Rs. 3,00,000 has already been adopted for the Commis- 
sioners and will be commenced so soon as a loan is received from the Government 
of India. No definite orders hâve as yet been passed on the scheme for substituting 
pipes for the présent open Channel, but, in a Government Order No. 4,697W, the 
Government call for further information as to the analysis of the water and also 
intimate their intention of submitting the scheme to an Engineer of eminence and 

who has a spécial knowledge of the subject of water-supply to towns. 

19 
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The f ollowing schemes were prepared during the year. 

Tinnevelly Seulement. — A survey of the whole settlement was made and the 
new proposed streets which are required to open up the Parcherry laid down, an 
estimate was made for the removal of the huts on the site of the new streets and 
notice was given to the owner to construct the same. The owner having neglected 
to do so, the Municipality can now exécute the work, the sanction of Government 
having already been received. No funds hâve been allotted in this year's (1879) 
budget for the amount and the work which is urgent is necessarily delayed,*but the 
subject should hâve the early attention of the Standing Committee which will be 
shortly appointed. 

The survey of Cox's Parcherry and a large surrounding part of Chintadre- 
pettah has been completed and levels taken throughout the same area, but the 
necessary improvements are not yet decided upon. 

Surveys were made of ail Municipal Burial Grounds, of the site of the proposed 
Eobinson Park with levels, of Royapooram Farm and levels were taken for drainage 
purposes. The levels for a Basin Eoad Farm (proposed) and Mofus Khan gardens 
were completed. 

Levels and surveys were also taken in connection with schemes, which were 
being executed, thèse improvements will be alluded to in another part of this report. 

OFFZOB E8TABU8HMSVT. 

There has been no change during the year in the Office Establishment, and it 
is therefore unnecessary to détail the same as it will be found in last year's report. 

CONSERVANCY— (GENERAL.) 

The amount allotted in the Budget under the Heading Conservancy was Rs, 
1,42,296-4-0 and the amount spent was Rs. 1,30,554-8-4. 

This allotment however included the foUowing items which cannot be strictly 
considered as items for the conservancy of the town. 

Thèse items were : — es. 

Burial and Buming Ground 534 

Rent of ground for Parcherry 270 

General Market 759 

Pire Engines 1,610 

Rs. 3,173 

If this amount be deducted from the total of 1,42,296-4-0, it leaves 1,39,123-4-0 
as the amount budgeted for, and if the same items be left out from the total of 
expenditure it will amount to Rs. 1,26,822-7-0 instead of Rs. 1,30,554-8-4 as pre- 
viously stated. 

This amount gives for each unit of population (393,000) Rs» 0-5-4. 



Th^conservancy was superintended by a staff of 

20 Overseers, 
16 Duffadars, 
71 Peons, 
and the labour during the year was, as is detailed in the foUowing table. 
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The follôwing table shows the number of Bullocks with Carts allotted for work 
in each Ward of the Municipality. In excess of this number were the Oarts and 
Bullocks working the private conservancy in the 6th Division South Ward, but 
which were not a charge against the Municipal Fund. The Contracter for the 
supply of bullocks was Chockalingum Pillay, and for carts Rajaruthnum Naidoo.

About the Ist of August a virulent type of cattle disease broke out in the 
Choolay Dépôt, and up to the 20th of that month the Contracter lost about 20 pairs. 
He was called on to replace them, and at the same time as it was thought that 
through long continued use the Dépôt might be unhealthy, he was offered a pièce 
of gi'ound in the DeMellow's Road farm. This he did not accept, but eventually 
moved his bullocks to the ground on DeMellow's Road immediately west of the 
Sait Cotaur Station. The change did not hâve much effect, and the MunicipaUty 
from time to time purchased bullocks to keep up the proper stafE as the Contracter 
failed to do so. About the beginning of November the disease began to get rapidly 
worse and Dr. Western of the Governor's Body Guard was appUed to for assistance, 
which he willingly gave. On the 18th November a Cattle Hospital was established on 
DeMellow's Road and sick cattle were ail brought to this place and put under treat- 
ment, under orders of Dr. Western. About the 20th November the Municipal 
cattle, instead of being congregated at large Dépôts, were divided into small Dépôts 
belonging to each Ward. Notwithstanding this précaution the disease afterwards 
appeared in the Monegar Choultry, Trevellyan and Kistnampett Dépôts. The 
nature of the work done by the bullocks rendered their meeting at the various 
Rubbish Dépôts almost compulsory, and it was thus difficult to entirely escape con- 
tagion. The Contracter has necessarily lost a large sum of money which he states 
to amount to Rs. 8,000 or to Rs. 10,000. The hospital was not closed until the 
beginning of January 1879, when the disease disappeared. 

The foUowing table gives in détail the date of admission and death of each 
bullock after the establishment of the hospital, and shows a total of 104 admitted 
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and 31 cured. The table îs necessarily long, but it is too important to be omitted 
altogether from this report, as it must prove of use for any future outbreaks. 

On représentation by the Président regarding the prevalence of the disease, the 
Government, in their Order No. 2,436 of the 3rd December 1878, brought 
into force the Cattle Disease Prévention Madras Act II of 1866. The town at 
présent seems f ree from cattle disease.

The private conservancy carts deposited at Sterling's Boad near the South 
Indian Bailway, and of late a sale has been found for the excréta at Annas 4 per 
cart*load for the purpose of being chemically made into manure. As thèse arrange- 
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ments were made late in the year and did not commence untîl af ter the first of Jan- 
iiarj, they fail to be detailed in the report for 1879 and therefore only thus briefljr 
referred to. 

CLSAVZVO XAZV DBAXV. 

The Black Town Main Drain was cleaned in the usual manner the silt taken 
l'rom it being deposited at hand where possible and on the nearest open ground 
wliere the drain runs through streets and buildings. 

The total cost of cleaning the Black Town Main Drain was Rs. 2,785-8-1 and 
the work donc was as foUows: — 

5,016 cart-loads buried close at hand 

6,077 „ „ removed an average of ^rd of a mile 



Total 11,093 cart-loads say 5,547 cubic yards, or at a cost of 8 Annas per 
yard. Last year the cost was Rs. 2,260-0-8 but at the cleaning of last year the 
greater portion of the carts employed were lent by the Health Department which is 
not now in existence. 

The Triplicane Drain was cleaned in a manner similar to the Black Town 
Drain at a cost of Rs. 483-15-6. 



Latrines were as usual sanded with fresh sand when required. The number 
of carts-load used was 7,693. 

KZLUVO DOOS. 

The work was done as usual under the Commissioner of Police and cost Rs. 
1,196-6. The dead dogs were used as food for the animais in the People's Park. 

SLAUOKTSB HOUSS& 

The Pig Slaughter House at DeMellows Road was completed early in the 
year but was budgeted for in 1877-1878. The cost was Rs. 398-10-6. In March 
a Circular was issued that the Pig Slaughter House would be opened on Ist April 
1878 and that any one slaughtering pigs at any other place would be prosecuted. 

The other Slaughter Houses hâve been cleaned as usual daily and hâve been 
white-washed and repaired where required. 

OSHE&AL MABXST. 

The anticipated revenue from the Market stalls for the nine months ending 
December 1878 was Rs. 7,000. The total amount realized was

LXOHTIVG. 

The Lighting was done by contract as in préviens years. The Contractor was 
Nursee Jug Jevan, and the rate per light for each lighting season which averages 
20 days was Es. 0-15-3. The rate in 1877-78 was Rs. 0-14-9. 

At the beginning of the contract the work was fairly done and was, it is thought, 
above the average of préviens years ; but a great deal of trouble ensued during part 
of his contract by the conduct of the lamp-Ughters who went so far at one time, 
viz., July, as to strike work, and for one or two nights the town was left unlighted. 

Heavy fines had however the effect of making the Contractor exert himself 
and the lighting towards the latter end of his contract was satisfactory. 

At the beginning of the year a new System of inspection was adopted and the 
town was divided among eleven Inspectors instead of having only one as in préviens 
year. The new Inspectors were Municipal Clerks who received on an average 
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about Rs. 7 each per season for inspection nightly. The total cost for inspection 
was Ks. 80 per month, during the préviens year it cost Rs. 50, bnt it is thought 
that results hâve f ully justified the increased expenditure. 

A large number of thef ts of lamps took place about the time the lamp-lighters 
struck work, and in order to stop thèse, on the recommendation of the Commissioner 
of Police, a reward of Rs. 5 was ofEered for each case detected, half of it to be paid 
by the Municipality and half by the Contracter. Four cases were detected and the 
thefts became less fréquent. 

At the beginning of the year there were 1,786 lamps. During the year 39 
new lamps were erected, making a total of 1,825.

The whole of the lamps were repaired, renumbered and repainted during the 
year and Kérosène lamps were substituted for 26 oil lamps in use at the beginning 
of the nine months. 

There were nine lighting seasons in the nine months, the number of lamps 
reported on was 59,218 or 6,579 on average per season, the number of defects 
reported was 29,789 or 3,309 per season.

1878 to a Contracter on a contract for thrçe years (but terminable before that date 
on three months' notice given by either party) at Rs. 50 and 40 per annum res- 
pectively.

EXTENSION OF TBIFUCANE FABM. 

The amount of sewage coming down from Triplicane Farm has always been 
large. In Mardi last the Government intimated that there was no objection to tho 
land lying to the east of Canal and north of the Hindu Burial Ground being raised 
with inofFensive sweepings and utilized as part of the farm. This was done and 
grass is now beginning to grow on some parts of the ground thus raised. A picot- 
tah was erected to lift the sewage from the east syphon on to this land and latterly 
another picottah has been erected for raising sewage on to a portion previously in 
the possession of the MunicipaUty to the north of the Triplicane NuUah.

Fi&E ENazn-ES. 

Spécial attention was directed during the year to the efficiency of the Fire 
Engines. 

A fire occurred in Popham's Broadway in the shop of Gopalakistnamah Chetty 
which might hâve led to serions results, but owing to the stillness of the night 
when it occurred the fire reached no other promises than those mentioned. This 
fire led to some observation and suggestion by Major Balmer, the then Commis- 
sioner of Police, and the Fire Code Committee wfis ordered to assemble, which it 
did, and suggested the foUowing improvements which were sanctioned by Govern- 
ment in their Order No. 1,739, Judicial Department, dated 26th August 1878 

22 
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" The Président of the " Pire Code" Committee submits with his letter the resuit 
of the délibérations of the Committee on the papers referred for its considération 
in Government Order dated 27th May 1878; No. 1,099. Briefly stated the Com- 
mittee propose. 

(a). That the fire Engines belonging to the Municipality should be kept in 
future at the Central Police Stations of the Divisions in which they 
are located. 

(b) That a truck be kept with each Engine, with an escape ladder, fire- 
axes^ &c. 

(c). That a Certain number of coolies living in the immédiate neighbourhood 
of Central Police Stations be occasionally practised in working the 
Engines, a Nominal BoU of the coolies being kept at the Station. 

{(l). That additional lengths of hoses be supplied, and the number of hjdrants 
increased in localities where there is valuable propertj'. 

(e) . That two crowbars and two ship's lantems be added to the List of 
articles to be kept with each Engine. 

(/). That bail hydrants be abolished, and that hydrants with one orifice of 
sufficient size for supplying water to Fire Engines be substituted. 

(g). That fire escape ladders of the pattem in the Municipal Office be added 
to the equipment of every Engine belonging to the Municipality. 

(h) . That the Master Attendant be provided with a Fire Engine for service in 
case of fire on board of shipping in the roads, 

2. His Grâce the Govemor in Council approves and sanctions the Com- 
mittee*s proposais, and désire that the Acting Président of the Madras Municipal 
Commission be requested to carry out the proposais so far as they relate to the 
Municipality. 

3. The Master Attendant will submit an estimate of the cost of a Fire Engine, 
with the necessary articles for sanction. 

4. The thanks of the Government will be conveyed to the Committee for their 
report." 

Ail the engines are now at or close to Police Stations except the one at the 
Municipal Office which the Commissioners hâve decided to retain. 

The trucks with escape ladders are now under manufacture at the Workshop ; 
the crowbars and lantems hâve been supplied, the bail hydrants hâve ail been 
moved into one place (Mount Road), and other hydrants can now be substituted for 
them by degrees. Large hydrants for the Steam Fire Engines are now being manu- 
factured in England. 

Major Balmer had aJso a proposition for having trained a certain number of 
coolies who lived in the vicinity of each engine so that they would be always 
ready in case of fire, but I am not aware if this proposition has been carried out.

During the year a new burial ground was bought in Shaik Maistry Street in 
the Ist Division. The area is 1 cawnîe, Il grounds and 875 square feet. The 
ground had been previously purchased by Mr. Bamalinga Pillay, Commissioner of 
the Ist Division^ and was made over by him to the Municipality at the same rate as 
he paid for it. A new burial ground at Nungumbaukum was formed at a cost of 
Rs. 346. The land was given by Government, see G* 0. of 27th September 1877, 
No. 2,397. Its extent is 4 cawnies, 15 grounds and 70 square feet. 

Ail burial and burning grounds were maintained with the same establishment 
as in previous years.

Table No. 1 shows the position and cost of each latrme erected during the 
year. It is only necessary to call attention to that at Vasapamode Parcheny 
which will be done in alluding to the improvements there made. 

EZTEV8ZOV or WO&X8KOP. 

This consisted of a Store-room for tools, materials in use and an Office for 
the Foreman, and has resulted in a great improvement. The amount as originally 
budgeted was Rs. 722, but the additional accommodation cost only Rs. 693-4-4, 
and an Extra Estimate amounting to Rs. 33 was sanctioned for removing the old 
raasonry in front of the old Store-room giving increased space for workmen, and 
this made the total 726-4-4 or Rs. 4-4-4 increase on the original sanction. 

mW SKSD FOB STOBJS8. 

This has also been erected and used for valves and such of the larger stores 
as require spécial covering from the rain. 

DUST BXVS. 

The varions streets and divisions in which thèse hâve been erected are detailed 
in full. At the end of the year a statement was made of the extra number of Dust 
Bins still required within Municipal limits so that they should be at distances from 
one another such as the public could be expected to travel. The statement 
shows that 1,402 are required in the North Range and 1,574 in the South and the 
cost of erecting thèse would probably amount to Rs. 20,832. Some provisions 
should be made as early as possible to méat this urgent want otherwise the people 
cannot be severely blamed for throwing dust on the streets though they render 
themselves open to prosecution for so doing. 

JSrSW BVALAX aBOXraD AT KUVQVXBAJJKJJM. 

This ground was formed and fenced during the year 1877-78 but not paid for 
until the year under review. It was opened in January 1878. 
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mSWBAAZVS. 

The position extent and cost of the drains are given in Table 4. The drain- 
age in Cutchaleeswarem Agrarum has been radically improved. The drain in Ice 
House Road (east end) diverts more Sewage into the Kistnampet farm, several 
drains hâve still to be led into this new drain. The lotal length done on estimâtes 
of the year was 4,513 feet and the cost Rs. 2,923-6-10. 

BOTAFOOBAM SEWAGE-FABM. 

This farm was laid ont on ground previously raised by road-sweepings, &c., 

for the purpose of utilizing the sewage which flowed into a tank at the corner of 

Cemetery and Monegar Choultry Road. The sewage chiefly cornes from the Tin- 

nevelly Settlement. The cost has been as detailed below. The ground on which 

the farm is, will ultimately be included in the Bobinson Park. Already crops of 

grass are being taken from the farm and so soon as a regular supply can be 

depended on there will be a greater demand. The usual great obstacle of course 

exists at this farm and this is that in dry hot weather when the grass needs most 

sewage there is less to give and vice versa in the cold season.

IMPROVEMENTS. 



The amount originally budgeted for Parcherries was Rs. 11,370. The esti- 
mâtes amounted to Rs. 5,895-9-2 for Eadgah Mosque and Rs. 4,012-0-0 for Vas- 
sapoomode Parcherry. 

Eadgah Mosque Parcherry is near the northem end of XJngappah Naik Street 
and to the East of it, and was a collection of huts built in a hollow between the 
streets which surrounded it — ^naturally no sewage could escape from it and it was 
unfit for habitation. The original estimate was, for clearing it totally away from 
the ground, then levelling and raising the ground to a proper height so that the 
site could again be utilized for building. The former intention was carried out 
but not the latter. The f oUowing extract from the Monthly Report for the months 
of April and May 1878. 

" Ail the huts except one, hâve been removed and the ground is now being 
levelled without raising it. On calling for tenders for the raising of the ground 
according to the plan sanctioned the lowest lender exceeded the estimated cost by 
Rs. 2,400. The contractors considering the rate of As. 6 per yard allotted, too 
low, and it was also found after the removal of the huts that the quantity of earth- 
filling required was more than had been estimated. I would advise therefore that 
this work be done by shooting dry rubbish as opportunity offered. The nuisance 
has been removed and there is now therefore no immédiate necessity for raising the 
land." 

VA88APOOMOBE PABCKEBBT. 

This Parcherry which has been for years one of the hotbeds of disease has 
been made almost as respectable as a Parcherry can be from a sanitary point of 
view. . Two new streets hâve been opened out which now gives a broad street on 

23 
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ail sides. Many houses hâve been removed the ground has been levelled existing 
Rtreets were widened, metalled and drained througliout the Parcheny to cany 
the sewage from the individual houses. The modus operandi in which ail this was 
effected was as foUows : — A plan was made of the then existing buildings, streets, 
&c., new streets and drains were laid ont and an estimate prepared. Notice was 
given under the Act to the owner to exécute the work as shown in plan and esti- 
mate — none of the owners did so and the work was undertaken by the Municipahty 
at their expense, some works fell to be defrayed by the Municipality and could not 
be recovered as not affecting the owners. Of the remaining cost some has been 
recovered and some is yet unrecovered but eventually it is hoped it ail will be so.

As before stated the original estimate was Rs. 5,895-0-2. The work was 
doue for Rs. 3,218-13-5 of which Rs. 683- 14- Il has already been recovered but 
Rs. 1,406-14-7 will probably be recovered in ail, so that the total iiltimate cost of 
the improvements will be only Rs. 1,811. 

During the improvements and looking to the fact that a great improvement 
could be made by the reraoval of some houses which though not of the parcheny 
were in it and faced TJramen Covil Street and to the small amount spent in Badgah 
jMosque it was deemed advisable to remove thèse houses. The land and houses 
were taken under the land acquisition actat a cost of Rs. 3,156-2 2. The materials 
of the houses were sold at Rs. 640-12-0 and part of the land at Rs. 170. The net 
cost of thèse houses and lands were Rs. 2,345-4-2 and this must be added to the 
total expenditure on Parcherries. 

Any one who knew Vasapoomode before its improvement and after it, wonld 
say that Rs. 1,800 had been well spent. 

There are about 180 Parcherries in Madras and I believe that an average 
Municipal expenditure of Rs. 1,000 on each would make our Parcherries what 
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they sliould be, well ventilated and well drained. This is Rs. 1,80,000 and as Par- 
cherries are usually the birth places of ail épidémies, the good of it would be felt 
by every inhabitant. 

There is still another point to which attention is to be drawn and that is to 
the reconstruction of the latrine. The expenses of this has not been charged to 
improvements of Parcherries but as its reconstruction is intimately connected with 
the other improvements it is hère referred to. 

Before it was one of the f oulest smelling latrines in the town, now the nuisance 
is practically nil and as it was the first constructed in the city on the water prin- 
ciple it was somewhat of an experiment. It has answered its purpose well, it 
suits Native practices while on an European principle. It is in principle somewhat 
like MacFarlanes patent but is built of brick and cément and flushed two or three 
times daily.

BTJlLDlVaS. 

General repairs were executed at ail the Slaughter Houses and at the General 
Market. Latrines were repair ed as detailed. The Chetty's garden latrine was 
altered similarly to that in Vasapoomode Parcherry. The OflSce promises were 
repaired at the end of December during the Christmas Holidays. The store yard 
wall was increased in height and new gâtes put at the entrance and tends to the 
greater security of the Stores. No other item under this heading calls for atten- 
tion.

This gives a rate per square of Rs. 2-6-11 against Rs. 2-5-7 for last year 
(1877-78) and per mile Rs. 2,188-6-0 against Rs. 2,188. This increase in cost is 
due to the average breadth of Roads reformed and to a gréa ter peroentage of 
granité roads being reformed. 

Again referring to the first table under this head the total of items 5 to 10 is 
Rs. 19,118-8-6 and this amount has been spent in maintaining 228 miles of roads. 
There were 43 miles of roads reformed within the year and this length reformed is 
deducted from the total length of roads under maintenance as the amoimt spent 
for repairs on newly reformed roads is probably small. 

The cost per mile for maintenance not including reforming is therefore about 
Rs. 84 per mile. Table No. 11 shows the cost debited to Contractor for keeping 
the liability Roads under repair, this does not include the amount spent by Con- 
tractors themselyes. 

Table No. 12 shows the quantity of materials used by the Overseers in each 
Division during the year with the cost thereof .

Rs. 177-7-0 were spent in connection with a diversion of sewage which usedto 
stagnate and is now led on to a small pièce of land in the Royappettah High Road. 

The water-courses near the Cooum in Graeme's Road, were thoroughly repaired 
and also the long drain with the parapet wall leading along Mackay's Parcherry 
along the same street. The work in Waller's Road drain was similar. 

In Kelly Street the drain was thoroughly repaired, a tile drain was put in the 
bottom and the sides of the drain repaired. 

SCBJSW PILE B&AIV. 

The Engine did not work during the nine months (April to December) as the 
accumulation of sand at the mouth prevented it doing so, but a slow fire was kept 
up to bum the gas from the drain and the Engine was kept in repair.

At the beginning of April 1878 the level of the surface of the water in the 
tank was 41*72 ; with slight variations it fell to 36'93 at the beginning of Septem- 
ber and afterwards rose gradually and stood at a level of 42*16 on the Slst Decem- 
ber, ail thèse heights being above mean sea-level. 

A diagram attached shows the varions heights of the tank during the year and 
the rainfall during each month. 

The sluice valves and machinery in the tower at the Red Hills were kept in 
good working order throughout the year. The filtering matter in the hoiîzontal 
filter was removed, it having been found useless. 



The channel has had a fair flow of water through it during the nine months, 
the tank not having fallen very low during that period. No improvement has 
been attempted during the period under review, the maintenance however has been 
well attended to. There was no interruption in the supply during the nine months. 
The plan of cutting the weeds with long hooks and allowing them to float down to 
the next trap having been adopted. The channel of course as regards the varia- 
tion in level and gradient along its course and in the breadth of the banks remains 
unaltered. The slopes must soon be repaired and this should be done during the 
ensuing season. The cost will probably be Rs. 2,000 in addition to the ordinary 
maintenance grant. The amount budgeted for Maintenance of the Channel and 
bungalows was Rs. 2,000 and the amount of expenditure Rs. 1,277-7-5. 

KAZVTSHAVCS OF FOXTBTTAZirS. 

The whole of the fountains were kept in good order throughout the year, the 
amount budgeted for was Rs. 2,000 and the amount spent Rs. 1,855-8-0. 

KAINTEVJLVCS OF FZFS8. 

The gearing of the large valves were cleaned and ail valves and bydrants were 
kept clean, oiled and worked once each week. One valve on the 27^ main near 
the Maharajah's f ountain, Mount Road, was removed as unnecessary, and its position 
was objectionable. The water was shut off from Government Uouse and part of 
Triplioaae fer about 48 hours during the opération of removal. There were four 
slight leaks, one on the 36" main Gungadra Easwarer Covil Road ; one on the 36" 
main, Ohurch Mission compound ; one on the 27" main, Hunter's Road ; one on 
the 20*^ main, Popham*s Esplanade Road. 

After the Fire Code Committee's report referred to under the heading of Fire 
Engines the bail hydrants previously located in several parts of the town were 
removed to the Mount Road, and Tylor Hydrants substituted for them, but it is

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hoped that the bail hydranta will soon disappear from the town. They are 
incoQveDÎent as they require beparate apparatuB beforo water can be taken 
from them and they hâve no advantage over the Tylor Hydranta wbich require 
no apparatas whatever. Fifty new Hydrants were Bupplied to the 8th Division 
where they were much required but a great many more Hydrants are required 
ail over the présent System of piping. 

The cost of the putting down of thèse Hydrants being included in the amount 
for maintenance, this grant has been ezceeded.

The consumption in the nine months has exceeded the consumption in the 
year ending April 1878 by 151,954,600 gallons and the daily average exceeding 
that of 1877-78 by 1,078,302 gallons. I£ we suppose that 200,000 people use the 
water of a population of 400,000 then each person used 7*8 gallons during 1877-78 
daily and 13 gallons in 1878 daily. In 1877-78 the supply was very déficient and 
a great part of the supply was obtained by pumping, during the nine months under 
considération, there hâve been no obstacles to a full supply. 

The foUowing table No. 1 gives the analysis of the Red Hills water taken 
from différent places on the System in December last — to this table is added 
column 5 which give the analysis of last year at the Masonry Shaft in April 1878. 
It will be seen that the water contains more solid matter at présent, than then ; 
more Albuminoid Ammonia, and its hardness has decreased from 4***8 to 3*9 and its 
permanent hardness from 4**'6 to 1°'5.. 

Another point to be obsei-ved is that the water after passing through the 
channel contains more animal life than when it left the tank — again this sample 
contains animal life in more abundance than other samples at the end of the 
pipes and of course the only conclusion is that the pipes are being fiUed with thèse 
animais which attach themselves to them.* This has also been noted where consid- 
érable deposits were found on taking out the large valve at AVallajah Road. The 
channel therefore is thus the cause not only of making the water more impure 
than when it leaves the tank but of decreasing the supply in destroying the smooth 
inner surface of the pipes and lessening their sectional area.

DEATHS. 

It is gratifying to be able to record the fact that during the year the City was 
in a state of recovery from the extrême unhealthfulness which in the two previous 
years it had experienced from the severity of the famine. The deaths then report- 
ed were 25,000 in 1876-77 and 39,716 in 1877-78 ; but in 1878 the number fell to 
18,912. 

Of the 18,912 deaths in 1878 no less than 6,267, or nearly one-third, occurred 
in the first three months when release from the efEects of the famine had only just 
then begun. The fluctuation in the mortality is well illustrated in the following

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VITAL STATISTICS. 

In tte Report for 1877-78 it was observed that while Small-pox and Choiera 
were on the décline, Fevers, Dysentery and Diarrliœa prevailed. Thèse three 
diseases did not relax their hold in 1878 and accordingly it is found that more than 
one-half of the deaths were occasioned by them, namely 4,982 by Fevers, 3,434 by 
Dysentery and 1,108 by Diarrhœa, making a total of 9,524 out of 18,912 ; Fevers 
alone being more than one-fourth or 26*34 per cent. Although Small-pox and 
Choiera did not whoUy disappear they were f ortunately at a low ebb, SmaU-pox being 
ataratioof only l'I and Choiera at 0*2 per 1,000 of population. The deaths

This évidences a somewhat excessive rate of mortality among the Hindus and 
speaks unfavorably for the health of the Europeans. The former appear to hâve 
suffered severely from Fevers and Dysentery. 

Both sexes appear to hâve contributed almost equally to last year's mortality. 
Of maies 9,525 died, and females 9,387 — ^being at the rate of, maies 50'3 and 
females 49*7 to the total number. 

The Divisions of the City Tvhich proved to be most unhealthy were the Ist and 
4th, while the 6th enjoyed exceptional immunity from sickness.
